[Note.— In accordance with custom, the tables of epidemic diseases are terminated semiannually, 
or at the close of the calendar year, and new tables begun. For record of plague in San Francisco 
for calendar year 1902, see Public Health Reports No. 52, December 26, 1902. A summary of cases 
since March, 1900, when the first case was officially reported, is as follows: Calendar year 1900, cases, 
22; deaths, 22. Calendar year 1901, eases, 29; deaths, 25. Calendar year 1902, cases, 41; deaths, 41.]
